Heaeoek had his name recorded in favor of 
the bill for a Sunday law which was last night 
denied a second reading.

T H E STATE EN G IN EER. 
Goueher moved that a special committee of 
three be appointed by the ITesideut pro tem. to 
investigate the oflice ol the State Engineer, as 
recommended by the report of the State Con­ 
troller. 
The resolution was adopte 1. 
Murphy, fiorn the Committee on Attaches, 
Contingent Expenses and 
Mileage, reported 
back various expense and m ileage bills, which 
were ordered passe 1.

of the Senate Committee on Prisons and Prison 
Buildings to exam ine and report to the 8 ua e 
upon all matters relating to sa:d institutions; 
therefore be ip— 

That the CommiUie on Prisons and 
Prison Buildings be directed a oil fully au­ 
thorized to enter at ov.ee upon a thorough in­

w h o m a k e s t h e c h a r g e ? 
Bowers—T. is is a resolution for an investiga­ 
tion. 
1 want to ask Senator Goueher who in­ 
troduced the resolution; if he charges that 
there has been mismanageuieut there, it he 
m akes the charge; if this charge comes from 
any respectable source ? 


ON GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 
Goueher—I move the adoption of the resolu­ 
tion. 
lu answer to the question asked by the 
Senator from San Diego, I will state that there 
is no proof before me, further than what all the 
members of this Senate have seen, that certain 
ietteis, purporting to have been written by cer­ 
tain prison officials, have been read in the As­ 
sembly or before Assembly committees, and it 
appears to me when such letters are given tothe 
public that it becomes the duty of the Commit 
tee appointed upon Prisons and Prison Build­ 
ings to proceed without anv direction from the 
Senate to inquire into the authentic itv of the 
letters, at least, and to ascertain what the mean­ 
ing of these letters are, and to ascertain whether 
there Is any corruption or dishonestv. 
I make 
no charge, but I think it is the ditty or that 
c immdttee to proceed to an investigation, for 
the purpose of Ascertaining whether there is 
anything wrong iu prison management or not. 
In order to proceed, we must ask the Senate for 
power to send for persons and papers, and tte 
object of the resolution is to have the sanction of 
the Senate on two things: first, that we shall 
inquire into this matter; next, that we may be 
empowered to send for persons and paps rs ."and 
next, to have the benefit of the services of a 
shorthand reporter, provided we find auy evi­ 
dence to be taken before the committee 
That 
is the object; perfectly fair. I have no feelings 
against the prison management. 
I have no 
grievance* to air aud no charges to make, but it 
seems to me that if this committee should sit 
here, with the colum ns of the press of the state 
full of charges based up n these letters that 
have been made public and given to the press, 
and do nothing and take no action, and permit 
this session o f the Legislature to close without 
any inquiries at all, that we m ight legit mately 
be censured by the people of the Slate for dere­ 
liction of duty. As Chairman o f that commit­ 
tee I have presented this resolution without 
co sultatfon with the members thereof. There 
are no charges ou file here and 1 have none to 
make. 
STOLEN PROPERTY. 
Bo v e r ^ T f these rvSofuiions liad simpTyTveen 
offered by a committee, or a member of the Sen­ 
ate, to Investigate State Prison management. I 
would have been in favor of it. I would not 
have said a word. I do not object to any invest­ 
igation of any public institution, but I w ill tell 
von what I do think, Mr. President. I do think 
that the Senate of California should not do that 
which the most ignorant Justice of the Peace 
in the abate o f California would consider an 
outr ga da his Justice Court. 
I have been 
taught .fjom youth up that the partaker is as 
guilty as the thief, and 1 think a good deal 
worse. 
So Court woui l pay any attention to 
the :blogs upon wbtch this request is called for. 
Certain fetters have been mentioned aud thev 
were reafl, as 1 understand it, by c pies. I do 
not know that it is parliamentary or proper or 
one bmach of the Leg slatnre to refer to the 
action of tbe other, but It is now properly before 
this Sunjtte. If -n y th n g is understood about 
these lettets j; is prima facie evidence, and I 
b eliev e# is not denied that they were stolen. 
Now 1 dq not believe in. giving a thief the bene­ 
fit of hi* stealings, I am perfectly wi'llng tf 


any committee w ill ask to investígate. I will 
favor it, but do uot let that investigation 
be 
founded 
on 
stolen 
property. 
It this 
Senate sees fit to investigate every newspaper 
charge, let it go on, but I would preserve the dig­ 
nity ot the Senate ol California. I will take the 
word ot auy Senator when he stttes that he be­ 
lieves that the State Prison management should 
be investigated, but I objec t to reciting in that 
resolution that the basis of it Is stolen property. 


A SttUARE DEAL PROMISED. 
Goueher—I want to stale that there is nothing 
in the resolution about stolen property. The 
basis of titis resolution is not stolen property. 
1 do not say that there is anything-wrong in the 
prison management. 
I make no charges. Id o 
not even insinuate that 
the charges made 
through 
the 
medium of these letters and 
through the newspapers are true, but 1 do 
say that 
it 
is 
known 
to 
every 
mem­ 
ber of this 
Senate 
and 
every 
reading 
man in the State ot California that certain 
charges, whether formally m ade or not, arc be­ 
fore the public iu teierenoe t> State Prison 
management. I do not stop to inquire whe her 
the proof which lies at ihe bottom ot these 
charges are stoleu. or whether it was manufact­ 
ured, or whether it came to public knowledge 
legitimately. 
I know that the charges are 
pending in ihe columns of the press. 1 kno v 
that these letters have been printed. I know 
that their authenticity is not publicly denied 
by the men who are tbe purported authors of 
those letters. 
I knew that the tendency of 
pome of the letters at least is a cause of reproach 
upon the management of the Prison, and I be- 
lfeve it to be the duty of this Senate, without 
waiting tor John Doe or Richard Roe to come 
here and present written charges, to proceed to 
inquire at least iuto the authenticity of these 
letters—to proceed at least to aseettain whether 
there is any foundation for these reports. The 
public w ill at 
least 
expect 
that 
o f us. 
and 
I 
believe 
it 
to 
be 
the 
duty 
ot 
tbe 
Senate 
committee 
to 
orlgioate 
an 
investigation. 
1 believe that this is the duty of 
the committee, independent of auy special 
direction of this body, 1 did not iutroduce the 
resolution forthe purpose of asking that author­ 
ity, but to ask for authority to send for persons 
and papers o ftd h a v ig tb e means of pre serv­ 
ing the evidence taken before the committee. 
No mart will be readier than 1 to vindicate the 
persons who are charge with writing these let­ 
ters. There i> a mistake abroad as to what the 
duty aud power of a committee is, and I am 
sorry to say that the celebrated expounderof the 
Constitution trom San Diego is among the un­ 
fortunates who thinks that a committee can do 
nothing without some sworn 
statement 
of 
charges presented. 
1 hst is not true. 
Commit­ 
tees are not appointed to wait for bills or resolu­ 
tions to come to them. 
Committees are ap­ 
pointed not only to consider what may come to 
them in the shape ot resolutions or charges, but 
for the purpose ot orginating investigations, 
to inquire upon their owu motion into such 
things. 
[Senator Wilson in the chair.] 


W H ITE TAKES A HAND. 
White—Mr. President: 1 am astonished that 
any objection should be urged upon the fioor of 
this Senate to the disclosure o f the truth. Let 
us not disguise the issue, l e t no empty plati 
tudc or apparent desire for the advancement of 
the best uitererts oi the State disguise the (act 
teat there is charged against public servants of 
this commonwealth grave aud serious crime. 
Let it be remembered that there are to be pre­ 
sented to this Senate the names of m en, citizens 
of this State, who are or are not to be confirmed 
as Directors of this prison. And let me say for 
one, that I w ill never vote to confirm any man 
against whom there is auy charge or asp. r- 
sion, com ing from lips recognized as belong­ 
ing 
to 
a 
person 
of 
apparent 
worth, 
until these charges have been investigated. 
Who are we? The servants ol the people : sent 
here to discharge our duties to our constituents; 
to see that public servants, who are faithless iu 
the discharge of their duty, shall be punished, 
if we can do it, lor their derelirt:on. Shall we 
say that because some one who lives away from 
this capital, some citizen of this State, hat uot 
presented charges, drawn in the form of indict­ 
ment, good in the strid e* technicality of the 
common law, that therefore we shall not inves­ 
tigate. Throw aside the cobwebs of what is 
called politeness. 
Disregard the seeming ob­ 
struction which stands between this Senate and 
the truth, and wbat are the bald and unvar­ 
nished facts? We see before this Senate names 
sent in for confirmation. We see the name of 
one man withdrawn and another substituted. 
Have we not a right to ask why this is done ? I 
do not say that there was no good reason for the 
act in each case. S o ; I do not charge that 
there was anything that was not proper in the 
appointments, or their withdrawal; but I do tay 
that ze, upon whose shoulders is east the bur­ 
den of approving these appointments, should 
know whatever facts e x is t; that as between us 
and the Executive of this State there should be, 
iu ritis regard, not the thinnest filament. 
Mr. President, 1 admire many of the geutl - 
m en who are connected w ith the State Prison 
management of this State. 
I know that the 
Warden of that prison is a perso i whose g-uer il 
temperam-nt and executive ability would at­ 
tract the attention and command the admira­ 
tion oí almost anyone. But I see letters written 
—charged to be written by h im —which, if they 
are true, demand explanation from him for m y 
benefit as a Senator upon this fioor. 
I wish to 
kuow, sir, before 1 vote a dollar o f the people’s 
money, w hether this penitentiary it being used 
as a j olitical machine 
1 wish fo kuow wbat is 
meant by the use oí the word “syndicate.” 
1 
wish to know whether these public servants, 'he 
creatures of the people, have formed any com ­ 
bination to deteat the popular will, r-cok at 
these letters. 
A R E TH EY G E N U IN E? 
•Some o f them their authirs have admitted 
to me are genuine. Are they false? Then let 
tbe authors—the alleged authors—come before 
this committee—this regularly appointed com­ 
mittee ot tliis Senate—and let them repudiate 
the authenticity. Are they explainable.' Do 
they contain phrases couched iu such ambigu­ 
ous terms that they may be explained? Then 
for God’s sake give the innocent a chance to ex ­ 
plain. I)o not cut them off. 
Do not deny to 
them the ri.h t to explain. 
One gentleman 
whose 
name 
is 
signed 
to one oí liro.-e 
letters has told me that he wanted a chance to 
explain : that he wanted an opportunity to 
tell to the committee what it was that he 
meant by a ’'syndicate” that existed in that 
prison. He claim s that the investigation will 
exone rate him. Toeu he is entitled to it. Is 
not General McComb entitled to explain these 
letters? If lie refuses to explain them they 
must be considered iu accordance w ith the lau 
guuge whieh lie has written. 
If they are uot 
what they ptopo t to be, as genuine letters, 
then let him come up and say so before me 
ami before you 
He has not said to us thi-t he 
wished no investigation. Ilia d Vised friends 
have said it. Who has antagonized it, it mat­ 
ters uot. This arm ol the government must be 
exerted in defense of the integrity o f Statehood. 
It shall not fall nerveless at the dictate of t or- 
rupt p iwer. It shall not be impotent to exert 
the functions which called it into being, un­ 
less, indeed, it has sunk so low that it cannot 
be resurrected by the Rppeals of honesty, or 
called back to its proper discharge by the dic­ 
tates of jus ice. 
Mr. President, another thing they say these 
etteis are not genuine. Gianted. But, my God! 
what a mistake : when am an whose letters were 
presented here appealed to a l oui t and sought 
to enjoiu the parties supposed to possess these 
letters from presenting them to the light of dav. 
A mau says 
o me, “ You have been erim’i 
natiug yourself.” 
1 say, "You are a falsifier. 
l>o your worst 
Publish your forged documents 
aud t will strike them dowu by the lightning 
thunderbolt of veracity.” Will 1 go to a i ourt of 
my country and see's to consign to endless ob­ 
livion the documents w h tch 1 fear may incul­ 
pate me? But If la m guilty I w ill strive to 
hide the truth. 
Mr. President, let me say to this Senate that 
this question is paramount to partv. 
It is su­ 
perior to individual claim ana it is mightier 
than the mandates of auy self-coustituted au­ 
thority which may seek fo invade the halls of 
legislation aud dictate the vi tes of those who 
have sworn obedience to the 
Constitutioo, 
which was reared by the exertions o f men 
whose souls were stainless and whose efforts 
brouiht lreedotn into practice and ha blessings 
within the reach ot all. Mr. President, this 
Senate 
is 
here 
now 
to 
sav 
whether 
it 
w ill 
prevent 
the 
disclosure 
of 
the 
truth. 
Whether it is the policy óf these, the 
delegates of the people, to shroud in impene­ 
trable mystery these important afi'airs o f State. 
It is for this senate to say it. 
For myself, in all 
mv life 1 hope I have never done injustice to 
any man. There is no m an connected w ilh 
tht se afi'airs to whom 1 will not do absolutely 
the fairest thing, 't here is no man whom 1 will 
not give the benefit of every presump ion wilh 
which the iaw clothes him. 
But when an effort 
Is made to prevent the disclosure, under oath, 
of the truth, then, sir, let mv protest be re­ 
corded, and let it be said, too, o f me that 1 have 
charged against the man w ho has willfully 
sought to avoid the disclosure of the truth that 
sort of conscience which is uot the kind which 
must maintain the integrity of this Govern­ 
ment. Mr. President, 1 favor the motion of the 
Senator from Fresno. 


CAMPBELL WARMS THEM UP. 
Campbell—Mr. President, I agree with Sen­ 
ator White in every thiDg he says but one. He 
made one assertion which I canoos agree with 
him iu. 1 am with him for the lulUst In­ 
vestigation. 1 would despise the partv that 1 
belong to if it was not in favor of iuves’tisating 
every charge made, when it comes with anv 
authority or with the semblance of truth ; be 
cause every institution of the State should be 
ruu for the benefit of tbe State. 
But the honor­ 
able Senator made one admission that I caDP.ot 
agree with him in. He, with holy horror and 
uplifted eye and hand, appeals to high Heaven 
against the presumption, even, that tbe St»te 
Prison should l>e ruu as a political Institution. 
It is run so. and unfortunately has been ruu so. 
Senator White, ever since it was instituted ; and 
the great misfortune of our people and ol our 
State to-day is that all ouriustm nionsare ruu as 
political machines. 
It is so right here in the 
senate cham ter, where the eloquent words of 
oMH.alili'.oi.'jza.iit h w .ih i t-jU ian a j 
so tight h eie within the chamber of the 
o f California. Every position in this house aud 
every’ P *rticle of patronage is doled out Os a po­ 
litical rewaid for party services rendered, or 
expected to be rendered. It is so. Senator 
White, In every institution that you or 1 kuow 
o . I wilt go 
with you now, acd stop this 
tbing and break it down, so that tbe people may 
be 
represented 
bere 
or 
in 
the 
State 
Prison or iu the 
pub ic 
schools 
and 
in 
every department of the Stale Governmeut

Members of the Ma e Board of 
Flqualiz&tiou testified that the Sau Francisco 
aud Oakland Perries were not directly assessed 
as part o f the Central or Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
But that iu fixing the value i f the pro­ 
perty for assessment, tbe gross income aud pro­ 
fits were taken iuto consideration, aud thev in­ 
cluded the receipts from the. ferries. 
Mr. M'ore- 
house, Mr. Gildea, Mr. Masliu were exam ­ 
ined upon this point 
E. Black Ryan, the Tax Agent of the Central 
and southern Pacific Railroads, presented a tab­ 
ulated statement of the State and countv taxes 
paid by the railroads owned or operated by said 
compauies, showing that since 1879 they have 
paid in taxes 85,876,2 1 74. That the mortgage 
upon ih eroid sof theCentral Pat ifie combination 
amounts to S55.000.000 ; that about one half of 
the mileage of this railroad is in California, and 
that it the mortgage had b ttn deducted from its 
assessment, as is done in the ease of other 
real estate in California, the so-called deliu- 
queut roads have paid mere than £1 ,0.10,000 in 
excess of their share of the taxes. 
Mr. Delmas testified that he was the attorney 
for the Controller ou behalf o f the State iu the 
railroad tax cases. Tlmt under the statute of 
of 1883 he claimed the right to conduct tbe 
eases subsequently brough . That the Attorney- 
General of the State claimed that it was the 
prerogative of his office to control the manage­ 
ment of the cases. That the question was 
argued iu the United States Circuit Court and 
dtterm ined in Mr. Marshall's lavor. 
That 
thereafter he signedcostipulatiou in the causes. 
That orders were made in which it appeared 
that the attorneys for the plaintiff made certain 
importaut motions. Tnat he made motions to 
have the records corrected so that it would ap­ 
pear that he did not consent to them. In some 
eases the motions were granted, and in others- 
denied because the term of the Court had ex ­ 
pired at which the orders were made. 
la regard to the fences, he had argued in the 
United Mates Supreme Court in the Santa Clara 
county case that the fences were properly as- 
se sed as part of the roadway. 
He believed, 
so then and still so Relieves. 
In the United States Circuit Couri, one mem­ 
ber of the State Board of Equalization testified 
that the fences were included in the assess­ 
ment. Another testified that he thought they 
were, and there was no evidence to the con­ 
trary, under this evidence (if admissible;, the 
findings of the Court;» that regard were war­ 
ranted by tbe evidence, and there was no evi­ 
dence to tbe contrary . 
He had contended that 
this evidence was not competent, but the Court 
had ruled against 111 Al. Tnere could. L-J no rea­ 
son or justice in any oue saying that,that find­ 
ing was false or fraudulent. 
Mr. Chamberlain, testified that he had been 
Treasurer of 8an S a lto county. That the roe 
ords of the county showed that the full amount 
of railroad taxes for the years 1580-1 aud 1851-2 
had been fully uaid. There had been some ir­ 
regularities ix. entering the payments on the 
books, but ail Ure taxes, with interest, eo.-is and 
attorneys’ fees, had been recurved and used by 
tbe counties.

sive thought of one of the most significant 
of the ages, and which found expression 
through his leadership. We ought to cele- 
h t e the birthday of George Washington 
a - a day that marks the birth of an era of 
emancipation of huutau beings and of !iv-

ricuU from the thraldom of s slavery 
t! i stands for government without the 
consent of the governed. 
To-day, above alt others, it should he the

—A e m a il H in t fo r “ C irc e .” 
Yesterday m oraine fully 3,000 ladies were in 
atten d an ce at the Pavilion to h ear ham Jones' 
serm on to wom en as wives. Rev. Mr. H errick 
opened th e m eeting in prayer, and Prof. E. o. 
E xcell sang “ The Lily of th e Valley,” in his 
usual Cue voiee and effect. 
T he tex t for the m orning was, “ But th e fruit 
of th e sp irit is love, joy, peace, long suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, m eekness, tem per­ 
ance; again t such there is no law .” The 
speaker din in g h is rem arks upon th e subject 
said th a t there is no m ore holy relation in this 
wot Id th an the relation of husband and wife. 
God's best gift to a little ch ild is a good m other, 
an d to a m an a good wile. 
And God never 
gives a m an any other tori of a wife, though 
there ere other kinds. 
T he speuker then comparte! the developm ent 
of the fruit of a tree to the C hristian develop­ 
m ent in » ives and m others. 
He advised wives 
to be patien t in their hom e lives and by this 
m eans they could easily control th eir husbands 
by love and by not bickering and fault finding. 
H e also w arned them to b e careful and not 
select lm st ands for th eir daughters because 
they were rich, m en, but to let th e daughters 
have some tay in the choice, and if they were 
sensible girls they w ould select true, noble hus­ 
bands whom they could respect and love. He 
said no tru e wife w ould perm it anyone tu say 
au g h t against h er husband in his absence. He 
gave pure, virtuous ¡ove o f wife for husband 
and husband tow ards wife, ( s the germ o f true 
happiness in m arried liie. ‘ Make your hem e 
th e pleasantest pU ee on earth lor -o u r husband 
an d children.” 
The speaker then told of a gentlem an who. 
on the anniversary of his golden w edding, taid 
th e true secret of his happy m arried lile was 
th a t he begun tight, 
lie said the gentlem an 
told him th a t on the first m orning oi his m ar­ 
ried life w hen he woke up he said to his wife.

Let love rule 
your home, and move your h and and tongue. 
Some of you women w ould be the best wives 
and m others in the world if you only had a little 
patience.
